After those first few years of youthful naiveté wear off and one starts 
pushing their 20s, then their 30s, reality starts setting in like so many layers of 
sediment through an old riverbed. 

Back in the late 1980s, my crew and | thought we were gonna take on the 
whole world. We thought that a few SUBHUMANS songs and a marginal 
subculture on the fat rolls of Northern society were going to usher in global 
revolution. But when that failed to happen, we retreated from our desire for full 
victory to single issues that were somewhat more possible than a global 
revolution. We went from struggling against all oppressionto protesting circuses 
and in the name of political prisoners or ill fated social movements in the third 
world. And as those causes panned out little more than a few misdemeanor 
charges, we retreated further into the protective arms of specific single issues 
like neighborhood zoning commissions, 
defending specific national forests or 
publishing manifestos against geneti- 
cally modified organisms. From this 
narrow focus, it wasn’t hard to see Q 
ourselves burning out in the next few 
years and assuming the same 
existence’s as the old school Earth 
Firstlers or anti-nuke people or Latin 
American solidarity movement folks; 
ideologically retired with nothing but 
visions of what could have been and 
fabricated memories from the days that 
never were to Keep us company. Afterall, 
anyone would get tired of being wrong 
and defeated so often. 

Last winter, as | looked across the 
Cascade Crest at the doomed contours 
of Pelican Butte (soon to be a $60 
million ski area for the rich), my heart 
hung heavy as yet another layer of de- 
feat settled across my once glorious 
politics. As anarchists, we have nothing 
to offer the world in terms of sustainable 
alternatives to the current global holocaust. We have no concrete plan to institute 
any of our supposed ideals (provided we could even come to consensus as to 
what those are) and no substantial historical examples that illustrate our politics 
to be anything but rhetoric. We have no political ties whatsoever with the masses 
of the world, even in our own neighborhoods and nowhere near enough power 
to be evenatertiary threat to global power. We are just another group of privileged 
honkeys spouting off at the hip with feel good words and ideological speculation. 

With a benign sense of resignation and a heartsick gut, | fled the snows of 
the Cascadian winter and headed off to warmer climes. | had no idea | was to 
experience things that would highlight the validity of my politics like so many 
thousands of flaming churches. - 


A heavy pre-dawn mist wafted in from the Andes, swirling its way through 
the stagnant air, pausing only slightly as it clung desperately to the overgrown 
jungle along the banks of the Rio Napo. A pair of bats the size of pit bulls bickered 
back and forth overhead as our canoe slid silently through the muddy brown 
water. After too many days dodging buses and riot cops in Quito, itwas quite a 
descanso to sit idly by with my partner Mamy watching kilometer after kilometer 
of wild jungle pass as we plummeted downhill with the river on its tireless journey 
Eastward. Within a matter of days, the Rio Napo would gouge its way through 
the artificial national boundaries of Ecuador, Peru, and Brazil before conjugating 
with the glorious Amazon and washing into the saline bliss of the Atlantic Ocean. 
But for now, the river was gracefully carrying us to a small Quiche Indian village 
30 miles downstream like a giant liquid freight train. 

Mamy and |, both being tree hugging eco-nerds, were super excited about 
seeing virgin rainforest on the Southem side of the Equator. However, unlike the 
pale skinned tourists with towering backpacks and fancy shoes, things for us 
weren't as simple as plopping down $200 for a week long jungle adventure. In 
fact, after pooling the entire contents of our pockets together, we had $3 between 


us, not anywhere near enough to get us to one of the jungle retreat yoga yuppie - 


lodges. In fact, we didn’t even have enough between us to guarantee passage 
out of the dreary little town. However, the best experiences traveling always 
come about through unexpected twists and good old fashioned improvisation. 
Luckily, the duena of our dingy pensionhappened to have a brother, Chuato, who 
knew some native guide just downstream and who just happened to drive a 
canoe. A small child was sent to wake Chuato out of his drunken slumber in a

This was exactly the kind of situation guide books advise 
against: a reputationless “tour” with a drunk local man a three day jungle hike 
from the nearest road or cop. A recipe for robbery, kidnapping or worse? 
Certainly. But we hadn't come 4000 miles to be denied a chance to see jungle 
just because we were short a bit of cash. 

Luck was with us and without incident we passed through a dense stand of 
twisted matapalo trees and into a small clearing lined with thatch huts. Chuato 
vanished for half an hour to track down our guide, leaving Mamy and | to make 
small talk with a group of men lounging outside the largest of the huts. No sooner 
had | struck up a conversation with a half naked, unemployed logger when our 
canoista slogged through the muddy trail, a stout man of maybe 52” following 
afew yards behind. Chuato went to bum a cigarette from one of the lounging men 
as the stout man stepped forward. His bare torso rippled with muscles and his 
dark oaken skin was speckled with slivers of plants and dirt. A machete dangled 
flirtingly around his hip. | bet none of those yuppies’ tour guides had got done 
cutting banana stalks at the start of the tour. “You wanna see some jungle?” he 
asked politely in broken Spanish. 

We nodded. “My nameis Franklin and | live ina village just North of here. The 
timber companies cut most of the huge

As soon as the 
cultivated rows of cacoa and platano 
faded to our rear, the forest engulfed us 
in a snarled canopy of trees, vines and 
epiphytes so dense that the day seemed 
to grow later by several hours. Our 
borrowed rubber boots groaned ago- 
nizingly with every step through 6” deep 
mud, while Franklin identified the plants 
and animals that had sustained his 
people over the past five millennia. “If you crush this leaf over here and drop it 
in water, the fish fall asleep and float to the surface... Or this type of termite. If 
you stick your hand in their nest and crush the bodies against your skin, it keeps 
the bugs away... Or when a woman is having difficulty bleeding from illness or 
unwanted pregnancy, she sends her husband out to harvest this plant which 
makes her bleed... Or these ants here are good to eat if you're tired or sore (the 
1/2” long ants tasted like sweet lemons and crawled around in my mouth for a 
good 15 minutes)...

If 
you stick your hand in their nest and crush the bodies against your skin, it keeps 
the bugs away... Or when a woman is having difficulty bleeding from illness or 
unwanted pregnancy, she sends her husband out to harvest this plant which 
makes her bleed... Or these ants here are good to eat if you're tired or sore (the 
1/2” long ants tasted like sweet lemons and crawled around in my mouth for a 
good 15 minutes)... Or these fronds here are good for building houses or 
cooking... Or these roots are a special dessert... Or this spider over here keeps 
us from dying of fever... Or these over here...” 

Franklin literally knew the name, the uses and the stories behind every single 
plant we passed. When| asked him how he knew so much about so many plants, 
he tumed to me and said, “! should know 
these plants. They are my neighbors, my 
family. Without them, neither my people nor 
| would be here. | know hermana spider as 
well as | know my own children.” 

We passed through stands of massive 
ceibas, trees with snarled trunks the size of 
whole suburban tract homes. Past ant colo- 
nies three stories high, filled with busy little 
ants who could kill a grown man with one 
bite. Past mobile strangler figs and small 
streams full of brilliant silver fish. Under whole 
ecosystems who survive without ever touch- 
ing the ground, supported by the tireless 
generosity of their woody stemmed neigh- 
bors. Past natural plots of yucca and stun- 
ning flowers that would make Mapplethorpe 
shit himself. Past plants bearing sweet fruits 
and powerful medicine and lethal poisons. It 
was Eden’s grocery store, pharmacy and 
armory all wrapped up in one giant respiring 
body. 

But one thing struck me as odd. As much 
as Franklin had told us about the plants and animals of the forest, he hadn't 
mentioned a thing about himself or his village. We paused for a moment while 
Mamy struggled to dislodge her estranged rubber boot from a puddle of 
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quicksand. “So Franklin, all these plants and things are cool, but how is life for. 


you, for your people?” 
He gave me a funny look. “You're the first white person that has ever asked 
me that. Usually all people want to see are the trees and plants. It’s like they want 
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at me with a laugh. “How much do you work?” 

“Ten or twelve hours a day.” 

He chuckled a deep belly laugh. “For what? What do you gringos need that 
makes you work so much of your life away?” 

| tried to explain taxes and mortgages and the temporal costs of living in the 
most prosperous nation in the world, but he kept shaking his head and 
muttering /ocos under his breath. 

Subconsciously trying to defend my ridiculous work habits, | asked him 
another question. “Well if you only work three hours a day, what do you do with 
the rest of your time?” 

A look of seriousness entered his eyes. “We rest. And talk with our 
neighbors. And teach our children.” He looked around to make sure Mamy 
wasn't listening and grinned a huge grin. “And we make love a lot.” 

As the sun plummeted behind the protective shadows of the Andes and we 
headed back upriver with a hung-over Chuato, my mind raced. We had just 
taken a walk through an anarchist wetdream. A self sufficient and rabidly 
independent culture that had survived outside the capitalist paradigm for 
thousands of years. A culture without cops or militaries that was apparently 
more or less egalitarian (at least as much as any anarchist scene I've ever 
seen). A culture that exemplified mutual aid and a symbiotic respect for Nature. 
The first living footnote | have ever seen of the things John Zerzan and Claude 
Levi Strauss wrote about. A paradise that at once inspired the shit out of me 
while simultaneously making me jealous as all hell. 

Fuck the Steelworkers and tedious coalitions with asshole Marxists. Fuck 
getting old and giving up. Fuck the upper class liberal ass kissers in the Direct 
Action Network. What! experienced in the jungles of the Amazon Basin was a 
living case study that anarchism can work; atangible example that we ARE right 
and that we are right without selling the soul of our convictions to whatever 
group is in style at the moment. Living self sufficiently without armies and pigs 
telling us what to do and killing 
our friends isn’t some ideologi- 
cal pipedream, but a day to day 
reality for thousands of people 
who live outside the capitalist 
model of urbdn oppression. 
There are places on Earth where 
anarchist ideals are practiced 
every day that can and should 
stand as gleaming examples of 
what is possible in our own 
country, in our own lives.

It was dark when we left the house, all of us wearing black with a shovel 
and a couple of fruit trees under each arm. Our destination was just three 
blocks away at the irrigated median strip down the street. We scoped the area 
for signs of trouble from the Man, all clear. It was a quick operation — we tore 
holes in the sod and planted six trees: pear, orange, persimmon, lemon, 
poplar, and maple. The guys at the liquor store across the street just stood and 
stared. We made the final touches and mulched each tree with straw. The 
timing was perfect — moments later the irrigation system came on to 
welcome the trees into their new home. Now it’s already a couple weeks later 
and the trees have taken and just blended in — the city workers mow the grass 
around them like they planted them themselves. A couple years from now 
they’ll be huge and full of fruit for the neighborhood. Sometimes you just have 
to take matters into your own hands. 

Food Not Lawns 

One day back in the early spring we tore up our lawn and planted a 
vegetable garden. We pulled up the grass, hoed out the roots, and double dug 
a spiral shape. Two of our local community gardens were being evicted — one 
for anew parking lot and one for a crop of genetically engineered Novartis com 
on the Berkeley University property. This was fucked up to say the least, but 
we were making the best of it and were part of a number of houses rescuing 
tons of plants and compost. We planted a huge artichoke in the center with 





a web of broccoli and lettuce seedlings all around. On the edges we planted : 


borage and comfrey and calendula and peppermint and raspberries and chard 
and rhubarb and oregano and thyme and epazote and aloe and grapes, plus 
all kinds of native perennials. Neighbors we never knew we had now come to 
stop by and complement us on our work all the time. We usually invite them 
in to check out our backyard and give them the tour. ( 
Props to my Badass Community 

| live in a house full of badass people who know how to do incredible 
things. We dumpster and salvage everything from our furniture to our food. 
The place is constantly in flux — a ‘three bedroom’ house with seven to nine 
people paying rent and usually a couple transient folks camping out in our 
living room keeping things interesting. There are extra rooms built in wherever 
there’s space - from the front room to the attic to the back shed. Every Monday 
morning a crew of rad older women take over our kitchen with crates upon 
crates of organic produce and cook Food Not Bombs to serve in People’s Park. 

But just like how you can’t separate the individual trees from the greater 
forest, our house is actually part of a greater network of houses stretching 
around the neighborhood that’s all part of the East Bay activist community. We 
share food and plants and ideas. Bekey showed up at our door last night with 
a crate full of dumpstered tofu she got in the city. The house down the street 
that used to broadcast the pirate radio station gave us a swarm of bees for our 
backyard. Our older next door neighbor Tom let us sheet mulch part of his 
garden and plant a bunch of food for him and his mom. Our neighbors down 
the street put on puppet shows for kids and sometimes invite us to come paint 
murals with them down at the trainyard. We go down to Emeryville in bike 
posse’s to dumpster dive and paint the town. 
The Backdrop 

When our house was started by another group of activists about five years 
ago, there was no backyard garden, only a concrete floor and a beaten up old 
garage. They tore up a bunch of the concrete blocks with pick-axes and 
sledgehammers to have place to plant their vegetables. They turned the garage 
into a bicycie library full of frames, parts, and a good set of tools. Now all the 
kids in our neighborhood know us as the bike people and come over ali the time 
to visit and fix their bikes. There are usually a couple folks working on their 
bikes in the backyard whenever | get home. Still, the garden was small up until 
a couple months ago. 
The Skillshare Gathering 

Then a bunch of things happened all at once. Mark showed up from North 
Carolina with her fiddle and boxes & boxes of tools and inspiration. She and 
atight crew of folks basically organized the DIY Skillshare Gathering mostly out 
of our house - four days of workshops ranging from Seedsaving to Making 
Your Own Biodiesel to Stiltwalking to Anti-Racist Organizing to Auto Mechan- 
ics. People came out of the woodwork to participate. 

Now it's a month later and all kinds of projects are sprouting up all over the 
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solar heater on the roof where it snakes through pipes which are heated by the 
sun’s rays and dumped into the low-flow shower head. We have a food 
dehydrator where we dry tons of dumpstered apples and bananas and strawber- 
ries and papayas. We have drying racks built high up near the ceilings that dry 
our herbs and spices. 
Tim Arrives 

The next thing that happened in our little story was that Tim showed up back 
from Austin all emotionally mangled and garden obsessed and we started doing 
our therapeutic late night dumpster runs for containers and missions to the 
racetrack for strawbale. The city is full of trash that can be used for growing 
containers — barrels, stacked railroad ties, tires for growing potatoes (fill them 


with straw and stack them as the plants get higher - they'll send off potatoes on. 


the sides and then you can harvest them by just pulling the tires off), bathtubs, 
wire baskets for hanging, milk crates filled with garbage bags, refrigerators, use 
your imagination. 

Abunch of us including me and Tim work at a composting collective called 
Berkeley Worms that picks up the organic waste from the university and turns 


it into black, rich, beautiful compost. (Actually, it's the red wriggler worms that ° 


make the compost - they eat half their weight a day in ‘garbage’ and spend the 


rest of their time sleeping and reproducing.) Anyway, we started sheet mulching - 


in the boxes with a bottom layer of food, then straw, then worm compost. 
Suddenly our tiny backyard started blooming with huge tomato plants full of 
flowers that we started from seed. Now there are scarlet runner beans trellising 
up the ladder to the roof and boxes full of chard and mustard greens and squash. 
The side of our house has hops and grapes growing up it. 
The Birds and the Bees 

in nature, animals have coexisted and coevolved with plants for millions of 
years. In urban areas, there's a severe lack of animals because there’s so little 
habitat for them to survive in. 
Therefore it’s really important for 
us to do anything we can to 
create habitat. Basically, in the 
middie of the city, the wild crea- 
tures we're left with are the ones 
that can fly in: birds and insects. 
Birds are incredible — they eat 
insects and process them into 
phosphorus with their quick di- 
gestive process, they eat berries 
and etch the seeds so that they 
germinate and then shit them 
out in a puddle of good stuff to 
grow in. (Fences are usually. 
really fertile places full of inter- 
esting plants because that's 
where the birds like to kick it and 
shit out their seeds!) Anyway, 
Tim has been making nest boxes 
to attract birds and bat boxes to 
attract bats (to eat the mosqui- 
toes that might show up in the 
graywater pond we're building.) 
He just built a bunch of mason 
bee houses which are just 
wooden blocks with drilled in 3/ 
8inchholes 3 inches deep which 
the solitary bees colonize and 
use to hatch their young. We've 
left our thorny blackberries to 
vine and flower so we can col- 
lect the fruit and let all the bees 
pollinate. Life is sweet.

MOMMY, ROW DG 
I SUBYERT THE 
NILITARY ? 


A while ago | got the chance to go to this workshop in Chicago called BASIC 
TRAINING FOR PEACE. It was a weekend workshop that was tied to the CCCO 
(Central Committee for Conscientious Objectors). The people that happened to 
put on this workshop were from Philadelphia. Despite the fact that not as many 
people showed up as was expected/hoped, it was a totally great time and very 
worthwhile. 

The purpose, (I thought) of this whole thing was to go over the many distorted 
facts the combined U.S. military presents to the public about enlistment and what 
happens thereafter. We were presented the actual realities of “military opportu- 
nity” by hearing actual statistics reflecting the realities of military life. About how 
fundamental/constitutional rights can be taken away quite easily from a person 
once he/she is in the military. What low percentages of enlistees actually end 
up receiving the full amount of college money that they're always promised, 
Such an expansive, intense amount of valuable information was spoken about 
during that weekend. At times my attention wavered trying to absorb it all. | had 
a notebook/pen with me, and leave it to me to be a slacker ... | only came out 
of it with just a little over a half-page of notes. To be honest, | just gave up taking 
notes after a while. | felt like | was in school or something. So | just tried to listen 
for the rest of the time. 

Now, of course, | wish | had taken more notes so | could share more of this. 
Here’s a little portion of what we went over according to the smurf amount of 
notes | took: 
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THREE MOTIVATIONS FOR JOINING THE MILITARY = self-improvement = 
service= escape 

From those three, we went on to think about whatis involved with submitting 
one’s Self to a life in the military: 
- authoritarian environment - -discrimination --lack of glory / disappointment 
brainwashing --broken promises --dehumanizing effects --killing / brutality 
~ abuse 
DIFFERENT CODE OF LAW WITHIN THE MILITARY 
(Discipline with these laws will be dealt with in the military.) 
1) NON-JUDICIAL PUNISHMENT- 


A limited punishment can be given... a “hearing” will hand out punishment, 





in our local municipalities, which for all of us at the time was school. 
SOME IMPORTANT NOTES 

1) The CCCO does take a stand as being an anti-war organization, but 
believes that the decision to enlist in the military should be and is one’s own 
personal choice in the end. 

2) However, another things the CCCO believes inis that before any individual 
makes that decision, he/she should know what they are getting into by having 
the facts. . 

But, of course, the “facts” of this matter are distorted, misleading, and 

prey on people's self-esteem and lack of motivation in their own lives. The 
CCCO works to change this by helping to distribute information in the form of 
flyers pamphlets, etc. that present the other side, not the same side the 
combined U.S. military is on. This side tirelessly works to suck people into 
enlisting with their aggressive recruitment system /tactics. 
3) The CCCO believes in the idea of “equal access.” What this means is that 
wherever military recruitment propaganda is displayed, equal space should 
be (and will be) given in the same place for anti-recruitment literature. Both 
sides of the recruitment issue should be represented at these propaganda 
stations. If this idea of joining the military is going to be an option/factor in 
peoples’ lives, then people should go into their decision with wide-open eyes, 
and understand the realities involved with what they are getting into. 

The following are the “steps” to go through in order to establish “equal 
access” in one’s local municipalities. These steps can be applied to any kind 
of place, but! am going to use school as an example here. Most of what | will 
go over is based on what learned at the workshop, however some tips/extra 
information will be added in by me, being someone who has experienced part 
of this process in a community college | attended for a couple years. This 
should be quite similar to a high school situation, since a lot of community 
colleges are high school with ashtrays. 

THE STEPS 

1) First thing's first. Get in touch with a CCCO contact in either Philadelphia 
or San Francisco. Request a sufficient amount of a variety of literature that 
would be well-suited for the size of your school. If it takes a while to get your 
literature, don't be afraid to bug them a dozen or more times about it ... kick 
them in their collective ass until you get the stuff you need. 

2) After you get your literature, now it’s time to do some scoping. Take some 
time to go through your school and locate the distribution center for military 
recruitment propaganda. After you've located the main one, don't stop your 
effort there. Look everywhere around your school for any type of military 
propaganda that may be on display. Look in the library, the office(s) of the 
guidance counselors, all the other offices, the cafeteria, the janitor’s closet, 
or any place you can think of. Ask teachers, registrars, janitors, and others for 
help. 

3) Now that you've found the places where the CCCO literature should be 
displayed alongside the military propaganda, it’s now up to you to get your 
actions considered ‘legitimate.’ What this means is that it will be much more 
effective in the long run if you take the time to get recognized by the school 


‘as having the RIGHT to display your literature and foster the idea of “equal 


access’ to information. If you can make your action legit, it will be much more 
effective as far as getting this information out to people. Be a smart activist 
in this case instead of a knee-jerk reactionary punk kid. Here's how: 

Itis bestto go straight to the top on this one by going to the administration. 
Write a letter to the president/ principal of your school and ask very politely 
(do not demand) for permission to make “equal access (equal space)” 
happen and allow for the distribution/ display of your literature wherever the 
military propaganda is already present. Tell them the basic reasons why you 
want this to be done, relating all of this once again to “equal access.” 

4) If the president/principal gives you permission, CONGRATULATIONS! You 
got yourself a victory. Load up your legitimate equal space(s) with your 
literature, and rest assured that you are helping to educate people about the 
lies the military spreads through its self-promotion. 

5) If permission is not granted, do not get down aboutit. They have only begun 
to deal with you. Get back in touch with the CCCO and give them an update 
on your situation / struggle.and the road block you have encountered. The 
CCCO has been known to be very sympathetic to peoples’ dilemmas they get 
involved in when meeting opposition from school administrations. They will 
hopefully help you out in making a legal case against.your school for denying 
your request to equal access. Taking your school to court......... now doesn't 
that sound like fun? The CCCO has experience with these cases. All you have 
to do is get in touch and they will hopefully help you out. Individual schools 
reach a hell of alot of people, and getting equal access to be a legit reality can 
make a HUGE difference. 

6) Your struggle does not end here. Find out when your school is having its 
next job fair or any other event where the military will seize an opportunity to 
represent itself by tabling or other methods. Get equal space at the event so 
you can table CCCO literature to counterbalance the military's perspective. 
7) If at all possible, find out when and where the military is going to show up & 
at vour schoolat any other misc. time besides a job fair or somethina like that.

The place is constantly in flux — a ‘three bedroom’ house with seven to nine 
people paying rent and usually a couple transient folks camping out in our 
living room keeping things interesting. There are extra rooms built in wherever 
there’s space - from the front room to the attic to the back shed. Every Monday 
morning a crew of rad older women take over our kitchen with crates upon 
crates of organic produce and cook Food Not Bombs to serve in People’s Park. 
But just like how you can’t separate the individual trees from the greater 
forest, our house is actually part of a greater network of houses stretching 
around the neighborhood that’s all part of the East Bay activist community. We 
share food and plants and ideas. Bekey showed up at our door last night with 
a crate full of dumpstered tofu she got in the city. The house down the street 
that used to broadcast the pirate radio station gave us a swarm of bees for our 
backyard. Our older next door neighbor Tom let us sheet mulch part of his 
garden and plant a bunch of food for him and his mom. Our neighbors down 
the street put on puppet shows for kids and sometimes invite us to come paint 
murals with them down at the trainyard. We go down to Emeryville in bike 
posse’s to dumpster dive and paint the town.

When our house was started by another group of activists about five years 
ago, there was no backyard garden, only a concrete floor and a beaten up old 
garage. They tore up a bunch of the concrete blocks with pick-axes and 
sledgehammers to have place to plant their vegetables. They turned the garage 
into a bicycie library full of frames, parts, and a good set of tools. Now all the 
kids in our neighborhood know us as the bike people and come over all the time 
to visit and fix their bikes. There are usually a couple folks working on their 
bikes in the backyard whenever | get home.

The Birds and the Bees 

In nature, animals have coexisted and coevolved with plants for millions of 
years. In urban areas, there’s a severe lack of animals because there's so little 
habitat for them to survive in. 
Therefore it’s really important for 
us to do anything we can to 
create habitat. Basically, in the 
middie of the city, the wild crea- 
tures we're left with are the ones 
that can fly in: birds and insects. 
Birds are incredible — they eat 
insects and process them into 
phosphorus with their quick di- 
gestive process, they eat berries 
and etch the seeds so that they 
germinate and then shit them 
out in a puddle of good stuff to 
grow in. (Fences are usually 
really fertile places full of inter- 
esting plants because that's 
where the birds like to kick it and 
shit out their seeds!) Anyway, 
Tim has been making nest boxes 
to attract birds and bat boxes to 
attract bats (to eat the mosqui- 
toes that might show up in the 
graywater pond we're building.) 
He just built a bunch of mason 
bee houses which are just 
wooden blocks with drilled in 3/ 
8inchholes 3 inches deep which 
the solitary bees colonize and 
use to hatch their young. We've 
left our thomy blackberries to 
vine and flower so we can col- 
lect the fruit and let all the bees 
pollinate. Life is sweet.

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go over is based on what! learned at the workshop, however some tips/extra 
information will be added in by me, being someone who has experienced part 
of this process in a community college | attended for a couple years. This 
should be quite similar to a high school situation, since a lot of community 
colleges are high school with ashtrays. 

THE STEPS 

1) First thing's first. Get in touch with a CCCO contact in either Philadelphia 
or San Francisco. Request a Sufficient amount of a variety of literature that 
would be well-suited for the size of your school. If it takes a while to get your 
literature, don't be afraid to bug them a dozen or more times about it ... kick 
them in their collective ass until you get the stuff you need. 

2) After you get your literature, now it’s time to do some scoping. Take some 
time to go through your school and locate the distribution center for military 
recruitment propaganda. After you've located the main one, don't stop your 
effort there. Look everywhere around your school for any type of military 
propaganda that may be on display. Look in the library, the office(s) of the 
guidance counselors, all the other offices, the cafeteria, the janitor’s closet, 
or any place you can think of. Ask teachers, registrars, janitors, and others for 
help. 

3) Now that you've found the places where the CCCO literature should be 
displayed alongside the military propaganda, it’s now up to you to get your 
actions considered ‘legitimate.’ What this means is that it will be much more 
effective in the long run if you take the time to get recognized by the school 
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‘as having the RIGHT to display your literature and foster the idea of “equal 


access” to information. If you can make your action legit, it will be much more 
effective as far as getting this information out to people. Be a smart activist 
in this case instead of a knee-jerk reactionary punk kid. Here's how: 

Itis bestto go straight to the top on this one by going to the administration. 
Write a letter to the president/ principal of your school and ask very politely 
(do not demand) for permission to make “equal access (equal space)” 
happen and allow for the distribution/ display of your literature wherever the 
military propaganda is already present. Tell them the basic reasons why you 
want this to be done, relating all of this once again to “equal access.” 

4) If the president/principal gives you permission, CONGRATULATIONS! You 
got yourself a victory. Load up your legitimate equal space(s) with your 
literature, and rest assured that you are helping to educate people about the 
lies the military spreads through its self-promotion. 

5) If permission is not granted, do not get down aboutit. They have only begun 
to deal with you. Get back in touch with the CCCO and give them an update 
on your situation / struggle.and the road block you have encountered. The 
CCCO has-been known to be very sympathetic to peoples’ dilemmas they get 
involved in when meeting opposition from school administrations. They will 
hopefully help you out in making a legal case against your school for denying 
your request to equal access. Taking your school to court......... now doesn't 
that sound like fun? The CCCO has experience with these cases. All you have 
to do is get in touch and they will hopefully help you out. Individual schools 
reach ahell of alot of people, and getting equal access to be a legit reality can 
make a HUGE difference. ; 

6) Your struggle does not end here. Find out when your school is having its 
next job fair or any other event where the military will seize an opportunity to 
represent itself by tabling or other methods. Get equal space at the event so 
you can table CCCO literature to counterbalance the military's perspective. 
7) If at all possible, find out when and where the military is going to show up 
at your school at any other misc. time besides a job fair or something like that.

Certain steps of this action will undoubtedly be easier with others helping 
you. For example, tabling at a job fair/or another time when the military is 
present could prove to be more difficult just working by yourself. Find some 


reliable people to form with you a wall of solidarity toward EQUAL ACCESS. — 


Talk to people about what you are doing. Communicate, don’t just be a zombie 
handing people literature hoping they'll read it front to back. Get personal, tell 
others how the information you're trying to get out to the public will affect 
them. 

Be ready for unexpected drop-in visits by the military. Get a little promo- 
pack together that can be carried around with you at all times that won't be a 
burden. Get so you could be ready to distribute a variety of quality literature 
to the public ata moment's notice. Sometimes life is all about adaptability. Use 
preparation to your advantage. Be apainin the ass to the military's recruitment 
quota whenever they show up in the form of pamphlets, posters, fliers, 
television/radio commercials, orif they show up themselves: Don'tlet military 
people or certain others get:you down by trying to intimidate you regarding 
your stance. You have every right to present your opinion/side on this issue. 
After all, what the military is presenting is their opinion. It’s just that their 
opinion happens to be the more established one as of now. 


BE ALL YOU CAN SEE. 

Get EQUAL ACCESS to happen in your area.

| WAS DOWN IN DC FOR ONLY ABOUT 24 HOURS during the big IMF/ 
World Bank Protests back in April - | spent most of the time at the indymedia 
center which was an amazing hub of activity - it was incredibly inspiring to see 
the organization in the midst of chaos - the network news seemed to be 
confused most of the time & not able to keep up with where the action was 
taking place - meanwhile the indymedia center had teams of people to cover 
the actions as they happened co ordinating with cell phones & adispatchteam 
- getting around fast on bicycles with video cameras still cameras tape 
recorders etc - the result of some of these efforts can still be seen on the 
indymedia web site - <www.indymedia.org> - also a really kickass video 
has been produced by papertiger t.v. called Breaking the Bank - (they also put 
together a five part series covering the Seattle WTO protests - Showdown in 
Seattle: Five Days That Shook The WTO - which is also highly recommended)

i email: info@papertiger.org One group that was partly responsible for the 
sensational success of the Seattle shutdown & the organization of the DC 
protest is the Direct Action Network (DAN) - which began as a Coalition of 
activists groups working together to coordinate the Nov30 shutdown of the 
WTO Seattle Ministerial - after Seattle these groups continued working 
together with the goal of creating a continental network of activists committed 
| to take direct action to realize radical visionary change - with chapters forming 
in many major US cities they are taking protesting to a whole new level - to find

& SPEAKING OF A WHOLE OTHER LEVEL - one of the most beautiful 
images of the DC protests was when the anarchist blackblok contingent 
uprooted a chainlink fence & rushed the police (who beat a hasty retreat) - no 
wonder the cops hate them - the blackblok is an undefined group of 
anonymous anarchists who have no respect for starbucks or macdonalds or 
police cars or police or the gap or banks etc - basically things that represent 
& support the oppressive nature of capitalism - they wear black & they cover 
their faces to protect themselves from being shot by video cameras or pepper 
spray - in DC the blackblok ran interference between police & some of the 
various affinity groups that were locking down & attempting to block access 
f to the world bank meeting - they were pretty successful & earned respect & 
gratitude from a lot of people - although there are also a lot of people who do 
not agree with their ‘tactics’ & do not want to be associated with a group that 
condones ‘property destruction’ - the blackblok might argue - whatis a broken 
window compared with the violence & oppression that the corporate machine 
imposes on most of the developing world? I'm not gonna get into philosophi- 
cal discussion here - there were a lot of different groups protesting in DC & 
there was a lot of really fun actions - like the gang of people dressed up as 


sharks symbolizing the IMF's roll as an international loan shark - there was the 
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MAY DAY 2000 NYC - there was a march planned in support of the rights of 
immigrant & undocumented workers - one week before this there was a decision 
to have a blackblok contingent march in support of the immigrant labor groups 
- there were flyers made & a posting on the internet stating this intention - this 
may account for the fact of the huge police presence in lower manhatten on may 
day (the rumor was 8000 police - the press reported 2000 extra cops marching 
with demonstrators) - there was also a separate plan for a guerilla gardening 
action in battery park so of course it was crawling with cops - there were also 
hundreds of police around Tompkins Square Park along with a mobile police unit 
& they had removed all the trash cans within a 2 block radius, all of which was 
pretty funny cuz there was nothing planned to happen in that park - over at Union 
Square however was a different story. As the marchers were assembling there 


was a visible contingent of participants dressed in black - well some of them. 


werent even dressed in black but maybe they were carrying black flags or maybe 
they had bandanas around their necks or maybe they looked like punks - 
however it happened - this group was singled out by the police & approximately 
21 people were arrested - several of the people arrested had put their bandanas 
over their faces & were later told that it is illegal to cover your face while 
participating in a demonstration - apparently this is an ancient law on the books 
that was used at one point to stop the klan from demonstrating while 
wearing their hoods (this is a convenient law 
for the powers that be 


since it makes itillegal to 
protect your identity from video surveillance & 
also makes itillegal to protect yourself from being pepper sprayed by 
the gang in blue - & not everyone was wearing a mask when arrested) - but not 
everyone was wearing a mask when arrested - one of the arrestees had been 
carrying a black flag on a bamboo pole & acop had grabbed it from him & broken 
it & told him that it looked like a weapon & that someone could hurt him with it. 
at the precinct as they were being booked ‘sarg! these kids are wearing chemical 
suits & they got gas masks & paint grenades - can we charge them extra for that?’ 
the sarg told this bozo - ‘I think the idea is that they put on the masks when we 
spray them’ - duh. meanwhile - back at the demo the march got underway & there 
were 2 layers of riot cops walking on either side of the blackblok , more 
gardens & reclaim the streets contingent which was at the end ofthe march along 
with some of the huge Art & Revolution puppets - & behind that were a couple 
hundred police on motor scooters or in vans - it was areally creepy feeling - they 
had riot helmuts, guns, pepper spray, gas masks & big clusters of plastic 
handcuffs - the worst thing any of the protestors had was “graffiti implements” 
(ie spraypaint) - it felt like anyone could be arrested at anytime just for wearing 
black or looking punk rock - one kid started writing on the street in chalk so of 
course he was jumped on & hustled into the piggy wagon - 2 other punk looking 
kids from Philly were hauled off during the march for undisclosed reasons. 


meanwhile back at the precinct - one of the arrestees called 911 from the holding 


cell & said he had been kidnapped - they asked him where he was & he said he 
didn t know - that he had been jumped by this gang wearing blue & they had put 
him in a van with no windows & taken him somewhere & now he was being held 
captive - all the people arrested kept trying to find out their charges but were given 
the run around so to pass the time they gummed up the locks to the cells & put 
up free mumia stickers - the police were getting really pissed off & kept moving 
them from cell to cell - eventually they were charged with loitering & then added 
to that was unlawful assembly & then they were taken 
to the tombs. 

meanwhile - back at the protest - the official protest 
ended at city hall where everyone was penned in by 
about 3 layers of metal barricades & hundreds of police 
- several of them with video cameras - a contingent of 
geurilla gardeners & reclaim the streets were diverted 
from their plan to meet in battery park by the intense 
police presence & so they continued on over the 
Brooklyn bridge followed by a phalanx of police & 
helicopters - they took the cops ona big long walk & 
eventually liberated some land fora garden down by the 
waterfront under the manhattan bridge - some garden- 
ers even took a boat & strung up a huge FREE THE 
LAND banner under the bridge. meanwhile - back at 
the tombs - the arrested protesters were moved from 
cell to cell all night & had their pictures taken many 
times - the cops even took pictures of the back of their 
heads!! - they were all sporadically released over the 
course of the next day & given several different dates 
for hearings - the first hearing was on may 23 for 5 of 
the blackbloks - the first case of the day was Crissy 
Hind (of the Pretenders) & Ingrid Newkirk (president of

We also learn quite a bit about city politics and the ways in which 
people with new ideas and people who are just plain poor, are silenced, hidden 
and moved out of the way. And it is this stage on which a war is fought — 
a war of the people who stake their claim to basic human rights - of housing 
and survival. And so we enter the world of homelessness and squatting. 

The book is broken up into chapters - each of which tells a different story 
about an individual or a specific squat. Through these stories we get to a 
glimpse into the diversity of people coming together to live in abandoned 
buildings and a make a home. Most of the squats have no violence and no 
drugs rules - and most of the confrontations are over these very things and 
the people who oreak the rules while trying to enforce them on other people.
